One story retailed in’ a vory indignant 
manner-by a gontleman of high etanding 
was that tha soldiers Jast Wednesday night 
went into a certain Chineso house _and 
threatened to cause considerable, inconve- 
nionce to the inmates (by virtue of the 
special powers created ‘for dealing with 
the plague) if bribos were not at orice forth- 
coming. This is a fair ssmple of mony 
such accusations, repoated all over tho 
Colony, until the soldiers aro regarded as 
monsters and the regime of tho Permanent 
Committee a roign of terror. 

This gatticalar oase we took up, aud 
Found that {t emanated from Houss No. 62, 
Queen's Boad West; and on inquiries 
being made there, it was discovered that 
the wllegation had no reference to auything 
recent at all, but to evente said to have oc- 
eurred a month or six weeks ago. Several 
other attempts to clicit information as to 
suy misconduct that had just takon place 
were equally unsuocesatal ; so that there 
was nothing left but the difficult task 
of tracing and aubstantiating or refuting 
ancient traditions. 


On the Grat floor of No. 52, Queen's 


Road West, is a Chinese grant-in-aid achool, 
conducted by a native teachar from the 
Berlin Foundling House. The room is, as 
uenal in Chinese houses, about fifteen feet 
wide and fifty or sixty feot deep from the 
atrent, At tho back is the kitchen, which 
emelis abominably ; in fact, the atmosphera 
of the whole room is pestilential, and quite 
unbearable to any but Ohinese.

pertitions forming cubicles, nix feet high 
with « olear space of fiva feet above. The 
teacher states that when the plague first 
broke out, there was only one partition, 
and the rear of the room was let toa tailor, 
only the iront being used as @ school; a 
soldier came one day (exact date not ascor- 
teinable) and said the partition must be 
taken down ; tho teacher urged him to let 
it remain, aod the soldicr said ‘ All right, 
if you give me some money.’ So the 
teacher paid seventy conts, and was left in 
peaca for a@ day or two. Thon other 
soldiers came and demanded money in the 
same way; but the teacher refused to 
Gisgorge, saying that this was a 
Government grant-in-aid school and 
he would appeal to the Government 
through ‘the Education Department ; the 
partition ‘was quite new, hoving only been 
put up in February, so that it could not be 
filthy. Then the soldiers destroyed the 
partition, made a mess with whitewash, 
and upset the house generally. Sinca then 

« the tailor has gone away, and new parti- 
tions have bean put up, The visits were 
repeated every few days, bat there was 
never any plague in the housa. There are 
now po children going to the achool, but 
the teacher ie waiting in the assurance 
that they will all come back when the 
trouble is over. , 

Now, it is easy enough to say vaguely 
that on some date not specified, 
somo unidentifiable soldiers came and 
got money. It is, in fact, for too 
easy. Tho author of the accusation made 
no attempt to drive the charge home or to 
fir the alleged offence on any individual ; 
never complained to the police, nor aaked 
the aame of the soldier, nor even made a 
note of the time so as to trace the man. It 
is therefore praptically impossible at this 
date to say whethor the one man was 6 
blackmailor or the other a liar—for ane of 
tho two conclusions is inevitable, But the 
foot remains that the placo is distinotly 
unfit for human habitation; oven the 
teacher’ pastor and protector, the Rev, R. 
F, Gottachalk, admits that it is abominably 
unhealthy, eo that there is hore, asin many 
hundreds of other Chinese buildings, press.

Stewart, Third. 

The Kowsking, Capt. Galsworthy, be- 
longs to the Indo-China Co., and was un- 
til lately on the.

The Tsa0-Miang ia supposed to bo an old 
composite traneport of about 600 tons ; but 
her name doen not appear among the rest 
of the Chinese Navy given in Liogd’s. She 
was apparently osed as a despatch vessel. 

A telegram was received in Hongkong 
to-day announcing that -the export of rice 
from the Yangtse grain ports was to be pro- 
hibited by the Chinese Government, in 
case of emergencies. 

The insurance, shipping, aud other firma 
in Hongkong have no news confirming the 
reported disastera; but in a case of this 
kind there will necessarily be many im- 
portant events that cannot be officially 
corroborated until days or weeka afterwards. 

Captain Rowley of-the steamer Sikis, 
which arrived from Tacoma to-day, re- 
porta that on Wednesday, 26th inst., at 
6.450 am., while on the voyage frem Kobe 
to Hongkong, he passed a fleot of Japanese 
men-of-war, drawo up in four divisions of 
five veascls each, making, apparently, for 
Cores. Thuir guns were run out, nettings 
up, and they had every appearance of hav- 
ing been put into &ghting trim. It ia 
oxtromely likely this was the fleot which 
wrought havoc with the Chinese trans- 


porte. 


The Shanghai Mercury of tho 2let inst. 
contains the following :—Qur [atest news 
received from Peking to-day, is that, war 
between Ching and Japan is almost certain, 
the latest telegram from Tientsin stating 
that 3,000 more troops were ready to be 
embarked for Korea, It is beyond doubt 
that news from Japon points in that 
direction too, for we learn that at one ilme 
it was doubtfal if the Yetkio Maru wonld 
proceed this aftéruoga to Japan, and from 
what we could gather on board that steamer, 
it was thought extremely, likely sho would, 
after all, have to remain at Woosung for 
definite orders. Rumour had it to-day, 
that war wap aotaally declared between 
tha two countries; but we hava mado 
enquiries from thoco who ought to know, 
and have been informed that, up to the 
present, no hostilities have taken place in 
Korea, but that both sides are racking 
active preparations for war. The coal- 
market in Nagasaki is reported’ to be in an 


anueual state of excitement to-day, and, 


thero is considerable quiet inquiry as to 
steamers for charter.

AE SEORETARY OF STATE.ON ': 
: HONGKONG BROTHELS. 
. ABOLITION OF REGISTRATION ORDERED, 

On the 24th inst, wo stated that o 
despatch had baen ‘received from the 
Marquis of Ripoo, Secretary ‘of Stato for 
tho Colonies, ordering tho abolition of the 
registration of brothols in Hongkong, and 
we also stated that an Ordinance would be 
introduced at the next macting of the 
Legislative Council giving effect’ to the 
peremptory inaiructions from home. We 
ar now able to give the priticipal despatches 
on the aubject :— . 

THE MARQUIS OF RLRON TO SID WH. 
ROBINSON... 
Downing Street, L7th March, 1893. 

Sir,— With rofereuce to my predéceasor’s 
despatch of 2nd July, 1887, ralative to the 
Tepeal of these parts of the Contagious- 
Diseases Ordinances then in force in -Hong- 
kong, which provided for the compulsory 
examination of women and the retention of 
the provisions contained in hose Ordin- 
ances for the registration and suporvision 
of brothels, ] have the honour to inform 
you that I om of opinion that thie system 
of registration and inspection of brothels 
shonld no longer be maintained. =~ 

2,—The system is clearly contrary to tho 
regognised policy.of Parliament, and Iam 
oot satisfied that it has much, if’ apy, 
effect towards the prevention of tha kid- 
napping of girls and brothel slavery, the 
only objects which in mp predecessor's 
opinion justified its continuance. 


3.—I desire, therefor, that you will take 
steps us soon as possible for the preparation 
of an Ordinance abolishing this ayatem. 
It will be necessary to repeal section 2L 
and sub-sections (a), (5), and (e), of section 
93 (1) of Ordinance No. 11 of 1880, to- 
gether with all references in other sections 
of that Ordinance to ‘registered’ brothels 
and ‘unregistered’ brothels. Thare will 
perhaps ba other consequential amend- 
ments, which it may, in your opinion, ba 
desirable to make, witha view to securing 
under the altered cireumstancesthe fullest 
possible bonefit from the other provisions 
of that Ordinsnce which havé for their 
object the protection of women and girls, 
and which will I trast be at least as 
effectual as they arent present, even when 
the registration of brothels is abolished. I 
should be glad if you will submit the drafe 
of the Ordinance to me before introducing 
it. 

4,—L take this opportunity of asking you 
to furnish to with a teport npon the case 
of the suicide of an inmate of a Brothel, 
referred to in the leading article in the 
Hongkong Daily Press of 4th October last. 
Thave not seen any report of the inquest 
hold in this sad case, but if tha facts were 
as stated in the abovo-mentioned paper, it 
would seem to prove that it ia not generally 
understood in the Colony that a brothel 
keoper hes no legal right to demand any 
redemption monsy for the release of one of 


the inmates, but, on the other hand, is, 


liable to a penalty of imprisonment for a 
verm which may extend to two years, if she 
detains any inmate of the brothel against 
her will (aection 8, of Ordinance No. 11 of 
1890). Tf thie had been underatood in the 
present case, a prosecution might have bean 
instituted on the information of tho girl’s 
lover, and a single successful prosecution 
in a case of thie kind would, in all proba- 
bility, do more to show that the inmates of 
brothels are absolutely free to leave auch 
places when they wish, than could ever bo 
effected by the present syatant, gnder Which 
affuria are indeed made to oxplain their 
positions to the inmates of brothels, but 
auch efforts must to some extent be nuili- 
fied by the fact that the brothols aro rogis- 
tered, so that in the eyeg at least of the 
‘unfortunate inmates the brothel-keepera 
Mutat appear to be licensed by, and in some 
sort under the protection of, the Govern: 
meat, 


5,—I desire to add that it would appear 
from the Colonial Surgeon's report for 
1891, which was forwarded in your dea- 
patch of 7th November last, that no steps 
have at present been taken to carry out the 
instructions given in my predecessor's 
daspatelof 30th November, 188; that these 
women should be gradually made to under- 
stand that they should not come up for 
examainaton periodically, but should only 
attend for that purpose when they have 
contrac‘ed. or fear that they may have can- 
tracted, tho disease, I observe that all the 
inmates of the brothels for nse of Europeaua 
continua to be examined onca a week with 
comparatively few exceptions, while rone 
of the inmates of the brothels for the 
use of Chinese appear to submit them- 
solves for examination; and there being 
this marked difference of action oo 
the part of the two classes of prostitutes, 
Tcan hardly helteva that the submission of 
the former class ie in any real sense of the 
word voluntary, When the brothels are 
no longer regittered, the Government can, 
of course, no longer recognise any distinc: 
tion between brothels for Huropesns and 
brothels for Obineso ; bat I request you to 
ingtract the Colonial Surgeon at once 
to intimate to thoso women who con- 
tinue to eome up for examination that 
periodical examinations will, after a sartain 
date (say, in six months’ time) cease, and 
that they should only attend when thay 
aro, or fear that they are, diseased.—I

Commission is already in operation, of
